The strongest third term card that 
has yet been played, was the casting 
of the vote of the New York Republi- 
can State Convention for Grant.

for Grant. , 

One of the resolutions passed by 
the New York State Convention de- 
clares that the Republicans of New 
York State are “mindful of their great 
responsibility in the coming Presiden- 
tial contest, and of the fact that it 
must be determined by the electoral 
vote of their State.” 

It is generally admitted that the win- 

ming party in the Presidential fight 

“will ‘be the one that can carry the 

State of New York. No candidate 

not approved by Conkling can carry 

that state.

A Washington dispatch says: The 
Grant men in Washington are cheered 
by the news from New York to-night. 
They claim that it means Grant's nom- 


ination at Chicago and that nothing 


can prevent it. They affirm that IIli- 


nois will “follow the example of New 
York and Pennsylvania, which. will 
give him 160 votes with some 35 
states to hear from. They argue that 
the Grant boom will be above par 
henceforward, and that all kicking up 
on the part of anti-third term Repub- 
licans will be useless. 

A Washington dispatch states that 
Senator Booth is going out to the Pa- 
cific coast in April. He has bought 
rails to extend the Virginia & Truckee 
road to Bodie and Columbia districts. 
If he finds the country in a settled 
condition and labor obtainable, he will 
go ahead with his enterprise. A new 
issue of stock has been prepared,to be 
sold in New York, where the transfer 
office is to be established. 


President Hayes haa transmitted to 
Congress a report and draft of a bill 


ng submitted by the Public Lands Com- 


mission. The President, in transmit- 
ting these documents, says: “The sub- 
ject of the report and accompanying 
bill is of such importance that I re- 
spectfully commend it for the prompt 
and earnest consideration of Con- 


gress.” 


President Barnard of Columbia 
lately said: “I have no question that 
the time is coming, and that,relatively 
to the lifetime of nations, it is prob- 
ably not very distant, when all our 
principal universities—Harvard, and 
Yale, and Princeton, and Columbia, 
and the rest—will open their lecture 
rooms as freely to women as to men.” 


Says the Albany (New York) Times: 
“Wherever Mr. Kelly may be found 
when election day comes, there are 
one hundred thousand Democrats in 
this State who will never again vote 
for Samuel J. Tilden.” The Times 
thinks it impossible for Tilden to car- 
ry New York. 


The St.Louis Republican regards the 
endorsement of Grant by Pennsylvania 
and New York as nearly assuring his 
success asa candidate. The Demo- 
crats have reason to congratulate 
themselves on the prospect. No other 
Republican has so vulnerable a rep- 
utation. 


The California Legislature _ has 
passed bills authorizing cities and 
towns to remove Chinese from within 
their limits. A bill has been intro- 
duced in the Assembly to prohibit the 
marriage of first cousins. 


The Philadelphia Times, on account 
of the reproduction of Bayard's seces- 
sion speech in Dover in 1861, abandons 
him for the Presidential campaign. 


Little Rhode Island is yet to be 
heard from on the Presidential ques- 
tion. The Republicans hold their 
State Convention on March 18. 


Republican Conventions in Indiana 
have elected delegates to the National 
Convention, and nearly all of them are 
for Blaine. 


The Republicans of Illinois are 
neariy equally divided between Grant 
and Blaine, with a probable majority 
for Blaine. 


The Vermont Republican Conven- 
tion adopted a resolution favoring 
George F. Edmunds for President.

For all pu except for pre-em 
tion 1. and State Mad — 
the price of lund within the railroad 
limits has been reduced to $1 25 per 
acre. Every, uin Novada is in- 
terested in havlug the price reduced, 
It is probable that the state will receive 
the grant of two million of acres in 
lieu of the 16th and 30th sections, for 
school purposes; the sale of which will 
form a munificent school fund for our 
state. Of course a large ion of 
this grant will be located within the 
railroad limits; hence the importance 
of this reduction to the state as well 
as to pre-emptors.

PETITION 


To the Honorable the Congress of the 
United States : 


Your petitioners, residents of the 
State of Nevada, would respectfully 
represent that the Government lands— 
even numbered sections remaining 
unsold, within the limits of the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad grant, in the 
State of Nevada, are of the character 
known as Desert lands; that cannot be 
cultivated, except by artificial means 
of irrigation, and that a large 
proportion of the same are unre- 
claimable by reason of their altitude 
and remoteness from springs or other 
natural water sources. 

That with the exception of small 
and unimportant tracts, the best of 
such lands—those lying nearest to 
water—have been disposed of by the 
Government, at the double minimum 
price, two dollars and fifty cents per 
acre, 


That the remaining portion of the 
even nuntbered sections within said 
railroad limits are, in their natural 
condition, only fit for grazing purpos- 
os; belng in part mountainous or hilly, 
and mostly covered with sage brush, 
and produce but a limited and sparse 
growth of bunch grass, and requiring 
a large area of land to support an or- 
dinary herd of cattle, 

That on account of the difficulty and 
great expense attending the procurin 
of water for irrigating 1 — un 
the * E xod (ge per acre), 
these lands are not readily sought, or 
occupied by settlers. 

Your petitioners would further rep- 
resent that the rainfall in Nevada is 
less than in any other State of Terri- 
tory, and that the soil of the State, 
from climatic causes, differs in charac- 
ter and quality from the rich wheat 
producing lands lying within the great 
watershed of the Mississippi, where 
seasonable rains induce fertility, and 
where the labor and expense of irriga- 
tion is unknown. 

While we recognize the fact that 
settlers upon the fertile prairies and 
rich bottom lands of the Mississippi 
States, may, as a rule,be benefited and 
their lands enhanced in value, on ac- 
count of their proximity to railroads, 
which afford a convepient means of 
oe to market the vast surplus- 
age of the harvest, we assert that the 
rule does not and never can be made 
to apply to the Desert wastes of Neva- 
da, where cultitivable land is scarce, 
and where all products find a home
